A cold wave pushing into Geor- 
gia Friday night stirred up a 
small “jumping” tornado that 
swept across Dodge County and 
leveled at least two houses, dam- 
aged several others, wrecked a 
gas truck and blocked a highway. 


The high-speed wind, accom- 
panied by inky black clouds and 
a driving rain, lifted a truck car- 
rying 5,000 gallons of gasoline off 
a highway and dropped it into 
a field about 3 feet away. The 
unidentified driver miraculously 
escaped injury, the State Patrol 
said. 


The wind also chopped down 
power and telephone lines. Mec- 
Rae, in Telfair County, and Chaun- 
cey, in Dodge, where the tor- 
nado struck, were without com- 
munications late Friday, except 
for contact by State Patrol radio. 
COLD TODAY 


The cold wave will bring brisk 
winds, partly cloudy skies and 
colder temperatures to the At- 
lanta area Saturday, the weather- 
man said, with the mercury not 
scheduled to rise above 40 degrees 
after an early morning low of 28. 


Steadily dropping temperatures 
should dip the mercury to 25 Sun- 
day morning, the forecaster said. 
A gradual rise to 45 under fair 
skies is expected Sunday after- 
noon,

LONDON (AP)—A private buy-

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Berlin ‘Ultimatum’ 
Builds New Brink 


In what amounts to an ultimatum, 
the Soviet Union has abrogated occupa- 
tion agreements on Berlin and has 
called upon the West to withdraw its 
troops from the. city. Khrushchev pro- 
poses to make West Berlin a demili- 
tarized free city with its own govern- 
ment and with some kind of vague 
United Nations participation. 

Time limit for accomplishing the 
changeover is six months. After that, 
says Moscow, it will turn over control 
of all communication lines to West Ber- 
lin by land, water or air to the East 
German government. They say at this 
time they will end any contacts with the 
West concerning Berlin. 

At the same time, they propose to 
annex East Berlin to the East German 
satellite state as its capital. 

It goes without question the ulti- 
matum will be rejected. Such an ar- 
rangement could have only one eventual 
end—absorption of all Berlin into the 
Communist orbit. It would mean abandon- 
ment of 2.200.000 non-Communist Ger- 
mans to the mercy of Moscow-ruled 
East Germany. 

How the West finally resolves the 
problem is problematical now. Should the 
East Germans use force, the possibility 
of war becomes nearer. The Western 
powers, including all NATO, are com- 
mitted to defending Berlin until the 
whole German problem can be settled. 

The new crisis points up once again 
the fact that 13 years after the end of 
World War II there has been no settle- 
ment of issues it left in its wake. Fail- 
ure to reach agreements has brought on 
the cold war and leaves ever-present 
the threat of a hot one. 

Khrushchev’s bold move could lead 
te war. The West cannot retreat from 
Berlin without destroying its careful 
planning to prevent all of Germany 
and eventually all of Europe from 
falling to communism. Abandonment 
of the city to Communists would be a 
major defeat. 

Final showdown will not come in the 
Soviet timetable for six months. There is 
a real possibility that at that time all 
cémmunications between Berlin and the 
West will cease by order of the puppet 
East German government. In event of 
blockade, the Soviet note implies that a 
new air lift would be stopped. Should 
this occur, World War III very well 
might begin. 

The Western allies must prepare for 
whatever comes. They cannot get out of 
Berlin until a permanent settlement of 
the entire German problem is achieved.

Georgians Are Reminded That U.S. Laws 
Take Precedence Over Laws of States 


Atlanta—Why all this hulla- 
baloo about our schools and the 
order from the Supreme Court to 
integrate” All one has to do 
is to read the Constitution of the 
United States itself, after which 
they can understand it was the 
only decision the court could 
have rendered when called upon 
to do so. 


Article 3, Section 2, of the 
Constitution plainly says, ‘“‘The 
judicial power shall extend to all 
cases in law and equity.” Then 
Article 6, Civil Code No. 1-602, 
plainly says, “This Constitution 
and the laws of the United States 
which shall be made in Pursu- 
ance thereof: and all treaties 
made, or which shall be made, 
under the authority of the United 
States, shall be the supreme law 
of the land; and the judges in 
every state shall be bound there- 
by, any thing in the Constitution 
or laws of any state to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

Article 3, Civil Code Section 
No. 1-603, goes on further to say: 
“The senators and representa- 
tives before mentioned, and the 
members of the several state 
and judicial officers, both of the 
United States and of the several 
states, shall be bound by oath or 
affirmation, to support this Con- 
stitution.” . 

All of the above is from the 
original Constitution, and Article 
10, which is one of the Bill of 
Rights and became law the same 
time as the Constitution itself. 

Whether we like it or not, the 
above is the law, as I see it, and 
ultimately we will have to ac- 
cept it as such. All of our sena- 
tors, governors, both present and 
future, as well as all judges know 
this regardless of our tradition 
here in the South.

All or Nothing at All 


ATHENS — Georgia Tech and Georgia, football 
teams as unpredictable as the weather for Saturday’s 
headliner, square off for the 53rd time with the cham- 
pionship of the state at stake. 


_ That, of course, is enough to lure more than 50,000 hardy 


souls to town to witness what is always the biggest game of the 


season for both teams. 


Way back yonder in the bright 
sunshine of September, the more op- 
timistic partisans figured both teams 
might wind up in bowls. 


A smashing Tech triumph over 
Georgia, parlayed with upsets on a 
couple of fronts, could still plant the 
Engineers in the Gator Bowl. Tech 
was definitely bowl-bound until the 
Alabama catastrophe at Grant Field. 


Georgia is dragging a 3-6 chart in- 
to the curtain-ringer. Yet, the Bull- 
dogs have been in contention in all 
but one or two games. Fewer mistakes 
and a few breaks here and there, and 
this could easily have been the Bull- 
dogs’ most impressive season in a 
decade. 


Tech and Georgia have heen on 
the erratic side most of the route. 
Even the oddsmakers refused to 
venture a prediction on the outcome of this one. They rated 
the contest a toss-up at the outset, and Coaches Bobby Dodd 
and Wallace Butts agree that it figures to be a close skirmish. 


Prospects of an off track add to the crystal-ball confusion. 
Some observers feel that a soggy field would provide the Bulldogs 
with a slight edge. 


However, neither Dodd nor Butts agrees. 


“I don’t think a wet field will help either team,’’ Dodd said 
Friday night. ‘‘Instead, it will hurt both teams.” 


“I don’t see how a muddy field would give us any advantage,” 
Butts said. “I’m just hoping for a dry field.” 


—Statistics More Impressive Than Records 


Both coaches were tight-lipped on the eve of the big battle. 
They: pronounced their squads in fine physical condition with a 
couple of exceptions. Halfback Frank Nix probably won't haul 
the ball for the Engineers, and Fullback Cicero Lucas may sit out 
his last Georgia game. 


Toss out game records, gauge the teams on statistics, and this 
contest shapes up as a glowing affair. 


Tech ranks seventh in the nation on defense with a total yield 
of 197.6 per outing. Georgia is only three notches lower with a 
yardage output of 202.7. In the SEC family, Tech is third on the 
defensive list, Georgia is fifth. Only. Auburn has promoted more 
yardage than the Bulldogs. 


Then, of course, the game features three of college football's 
finest kickers. Bobby Walden, the Big Toe from Cairo, is No. 1 
in the kicking parade (46.2), and Tech’s Joe DeLany is third (43.5). 
Tech's Gerald Burch is also a de luxe punter. 


Though Georgia owns the best booter in the land, Tech rates 
an edge in this department due to the substitution problem. 
And with an off track likely, the kicking game could decide 
the issue. 


At least to one observer, a wet football will dampen Tech's 
chances. The Engineers haven't been able to move the ball on 
the ground with any degree of consistency. And I believe Coach 
Dodd plans to fill the air with footballs, rain or shine. 


If the rain continues, Theron Sapp, the man who broke the 
drought, may decide the mud battle. Tech has no fullback with 
the hammering power of Sapp. In their opening duel with Ken- 
tucky, the Engineers in general showed a distinct dislike of the goo.

Ne. 70: Know Your County 


John Hancock Left Name 
As Legacy to This County 


Hancock County, in east central Georgia, was created from 
Greene and Washington counties in 1793, ranking 15th in order of 
creation. It was named for John Hancock, whose name heads the 
list of signers of the Declaration of Independence. Sparta, the 
county seat, was named for the ancient Greek city. Early-day 
residents needed Spartan characteristics because the area was on 

the Indian frontier. 

Hancock County covers 485 square miles, rank- 
ing 3ist in size. A rural county, it has a popula- 
tion of 10.100 (1957 estimate), ranking 89th in 
population (1950 census). Sparta had a population 
of 1,954 (1950 census). Highways running through 
the county are Ga. 22, 15, 16, 77 and 248. 

Lake Sinclair forms much of the southwest 
boundary of the county. Flowing through the county are the 
Ogeechee and the Little Ogeechee rivers. 

There were 1,130 farms, averaging 175 acres, in the county in 
1954. About 62 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 
16 per cent in harvested crops. Almost half of the crop land was 
planted in corn and a third in cotton in 1954. 

When organized, Hancock included part of what is now Talia- 
ferro County.

employment of ex-convicts as 
prison employes unless their civil 
rights have been restored through 
a pardon. 


The Edwards escape will be 
taken up by the Board of Cor- 
rections when it meets Monday, 
Forrester said. 


Goble himself is an ex-convict, 
having served a term assessed 
in a slaying case many years ago, 
but he was pardoned by the late 
Gov. Eugene Talmadge. 


Goble also challenged part of 
Hubert Turner’s account of his 
abduction by Edwards. He said 
Turner had been out to talk to 
the convict detail “several times”’ 
before the escape. 


Goble said he himself had seen 
Turner near the detail shortly be- 
fore Edwards escaped. And he 
quoted two other prisoners as say- 
ing Turner supplied them with 
moonshine. 


Turner had told police and news- 
men that Edwards gained en- 
trance to his Dalton house by ask- 
ing for a drink of water, and then 
had pulled a knife on him. Accord- 
ing to Turner, Edwards seized a 
shotgun in the house and forced 
him to drive him toward Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 


MINOR WOUND 

Turner suffered a minor shotgun 
wound when, he said, the gun ac- 
cidentally fired while they were 
driving. They drove around until 
Wednesday night when a Tennes- 
see state trooper stopped them 
for speeding. 

The convict promptly disarmed 
the trooper and handcuffed him 
and Turner to a tree, fled in the 
trooper’s patrol car and used the 
red police light to halt three teen- 
age boys in another car. He forced 
the boys to drive him to Birming- 
ham, Ala., where he was last seen 
jumping into another car that sped 
away.

For many new mothers, baby 
blues may mean something less 
pleasant than pretty clothes for 
a tiny boy. 


The blues may mean the 
post-natal depression that moth- 
ers go through, several days 
after their babies are born. 
Doctors and mothers offer 
many reasons for the onslaught 
of these particular’ blues. They 
don’t strike every mother, but 
when they do, she may wake 
up crying or turn away her 


they’re on the go with a lot of 
work to do. After the baby 
comes, the hormone level drops 
and so does their metabolism.” 


Then, too, he added, the new 
mother sits in the hospital and 
thinks. If she has a youngster 
at home, she may worry about 
how he'll accept the new addi- 
tion.

Good medical and emotional 
pre-natal care, she added, leads 
to good post-natal care. And 
getting to know her baby as a 
person gets a mother’s mind off 
the blues. 


There’s another factor, too, 
said the doctor. For nine 
months baby has been mother’s 
sole property, but at birth she 
gives him to the world. Per- 
haps the blues come from her 
sense of personal loss as well 
as the realization that her fam- 
ily life now will be different 
forever.

High school students are sharply divided as to whether adults 
or fellow classmates exert the most influence on today’s young 
people, with only a slight majority believing parents and older 
people wield the mightier sword of influence. However, most 
students declare when teen-agers ‘‘get into trouble,” it is usually 
because of the influence of other teens. The majority of students 
believe a closer association with the church, and more recreation 


facilities—especially in smaller towns—could do much to prevent 
teen-age trouble-makers. 


In her winning letter, Myrna Jean Banks, 17, College Park, 
emphasizes that adults as well as fellow classmates are real friends 
of teen-agers: 


The question of who puts forth the most effort to exercise 
moral control over the actions of “another is a question of 
great concern to all. However, who can say definitely that 
today’s youth ie influenced more by friends s%, ts 
than just by adults, or vice versa, when 
adults can be classified as friends just the 4 
same as can teens? If, in this case, the word 
“friends” represents fellow teens and the | 
word “adults” represents older people, I’m = 
sure opinions would vary according to the “3 
type person one is. Some teens are influenced ~ 
more by adults than by people nearer their , © 
own age, whereas others are influenced more is 
by the gang, or the group with whom they 
run. Some youngsters look up to adults and 
try to walk in their footsteps. They consider 
adults as being next to’ perfection. Those who Myrna Jean Banks 
are influenced by the gang are sometimes influenced to do 
wrong much quicker than they would be by an adult. How- 
ever, if someone sees an adult do something wrong, he would 
possibly say “Well, if it is all right for him to do that, it’s 
ali right for me to do it, too.” Some go along with the gang 
im most ways, but focus their thoughts on an adult who 
would be considered their ideal, or their inspiration. 

Adults, on the other hand, are influenced greatly by 
teen-agers in some instances. Some are helped by teens’ in- 
fluence; others, hindered by them. Also, adults are influenced

by their friends (the word friends representing other adults.) 
It makes no difference who exerts the most influence, adults 
or teens, as long as the influence is good. 


Alicia Huff, 14, Cedartown, pointed out: ‘“‘Many youths of today 
are like sand that is washed back and forth by the sea—they have 
no backbone of their own and they depend on someone else. As 
youths, they are with young people more than adults, learn to 
respect and look up to other youths, or look down on them. It is 
important to lead a good Christian life. Then we would not be 
afraid for someone to follow us. ... The important thing is for 
the young people to make sure they are in the right kind of crowd.” 
Dottie Spradlin, Heard High senior, observes “‘most teens seem to 
want people to think they are completely independent, and can 
run their lives quite well without adult help or supervision. But 
this is usually just a big pretense. ... One of the things that 
means most to a young person is knowing that his parents are 
proud of him. It is a rare thing to hear one of them admit it, 
though. They act like all that matters is new clothes, “‘the gang, 
dates and things of like nature. But the times a parent says ‘I’m 
proud of you,’ are wonderful moments to remember.” 


Sammie Maxwell, 14, Tallulah Falls School, took a poll among 
classmates and discovered that two out of three lean more toward 
fellow teens as exerting the most influence. “‘One girl remarked,” 
Sammie related, ‘‘that some adults always seem 
too busy, another said that, except for guidance 
counselors, it is hard to talk to teachers. And Ha 
teen-age friends are always ready to listen.” 
Lucy Barnett, 17, College Park, points out “‘in- 
fluence may either be forceful or willing. Some 
teens tend to drift along in a channel with some- 
one even though that person isn’t respected by 
his followers. Yet, they aren’t of strong enough 
character to break away and stand alone for 
what they think is right.” Alton Garmon, 14, 
Cedartown, declares ‘‘The few times teens have 
gotten into trouble, they were accompanied by #ia ~ 
some teen-age bandit or of the sort; they hardly sammie Maxwell 
ever are accompanied by adults.”’ R. L. Hughey, Franklin, asserts 
“if a teen’s environment is such that he is not influenced by 
wrong, then he himself is capable of being a good influence. If a 


youth gets into trouble all the accusations should not be directed 
at parents, but rather at the person’s complete environment.” 
A. J. Banther, 14, Cedartown, declares “those few teens who get 
into trouble get there by wrong judgment... .A lot of teen-age 
wrongs could have been—and still can be—corrected by more 
recreational facilities . . . recreational facilities in a small town 
are scarce. If a teen had something pleasant to think about and 
occupy his time, he would seldom get into trouble.” 


Wendell Rogers, Franklin, points out at times &% seems to 
parents and other adults that they have very little influence with 
teen-agers: 


But they actually have more influence than they realize. 
It’s true teens listen to other young people. The teens are 
important years in moldi&®g the character of future adults, 
and during these years, he naturally seeks social acceptance 
with people his own age. In doing this, he is influenced in 
the type of clothes he wears, places he goes, and many of the 
things he does. But every day, the young person comes in 
contact with adults: his teacher is a very definite factor in 
influencing the future citizen. . . . Parents are probably the 
most influential of all. From infancy through the teens, they 
help mold and make the youth what he is to become. 


Donald Moss, 17, Riverdale, observes that nearly half a teen- 
ager’s time is spent with fellow students, and youths are influenced 
by their buddies’ insistence ‘don’t be a square—come on and join 
us.”” But Donald added ‘‘a true friend is one who will not want his 
buddy to do something wrong.” Sandra Cook, 17, College Park, de- 
clares “‘parents make teens what they are. They have either 
taught them right from wrong, or their failure to do so has 
caused a few teens to go the wrong way. Almost every time a 
young person gets into trouble, it is really the fault of the parents 
because they have failed to do their part. This situation is some- 
times corrected by churches and community centers, where special 
activities are planned to help teens who do not get the right kind 
of guidance at home.” Mary Carder, 17, agrees ‘‘teens pattern 
themselves after the older generation. We watch them and see 
what kind of friends they keep company with, and how much in-

In the years of becoming adults, it is 
imperative to teens that we have a large number of friends 
and companions. We allow ourselves to be influenced because 
we are willing to please, to obtain these friendships. In deal- 
ing with the more important decisions of life, such as joining 
a church or deciding which college to attend, we are influ- 
enced by our parents and other adults. This is because we 
need help on some decisions. We turn to adults who can 
help us.

Pat Boone Is Author 
Of Valuable Teen Book

Singing star Pat Boone is one of the few figures in the enter- 
tainment world who is both idolized by millions of teen-agers and 


also approved by parents. 


Much of the popularity 
is due to Pat's qualities of 
good taste, sincerity and re 
ligious devotion — traits that 
have made his life a model of 
good behavior. Another rea- 
son is Pat's unfailing wunder- 
standing of today’s young peo- 
ple, an understanding that puts 
him on a level with his fans 
with the ability to see through 
much off-color publicity and 
recognize teens as upstanding 
young citizens. He comes in 
contact with thousands of teens 
—collectively and individually 
—every week. On numerous 


occasions, Pat is a sounding 
board for their problems. 


With this background as his 
guide, Pat has written “ "Twixt 
Twelve and Twenty,” a book 
of sound advice for teen-agers, 
presented in a language they 
understand. Calling on his own 
experience as the most effec- 
tive way to discuss teen-age 
difficulties and methods of 
solving problems, the book be- 
comes a picture of Pat’s years 
in school, his dreams, frustra- 
tions, mistakes and victories; 
his spiritual development, the 
courtship of his high school 
sweetheart and their elopement, 
their marriage and their family. 


MET CHALLENGES 


At 24, Pat is world famous, 
and without money worries. 
He has his own TV show, his 
records have sold more than 
20 million copies, and he’s 
made several successful mov- 
ies. But just a few years ago, 
he was a teen, in battered 
jeans, sitting in his father’s 
barn in Nashville, milking the 
family cow and dreaming of 
how great it would be to be 
rich and famous. He was a 
teen-ager meeting the chal- 
lenges of a teen-age world. 


Pat declares he remembers 
those days vividly—that’s why 
he wrote his book: “I wanted 
to help them understand how 
important youth is, how impor- 
tant they are right now. How 
vital the choices are that they 
make today.” 


‘’'Twixt Twelve and Twenty’’ 
hits the high spots on the ques- 
tion: ‘What is life all about?”’ 
In trying to answer this, Pat 
has written a book that is about 
dating and going steady and 
falling in love; getting married 
and having children. He has 
written a book that is about 
making friends and learning 
things; making mistakes, fall- 


ing down, getting bruised, pick- 
ing oneself up and starting all 
over again. 


During a discussion about 
family relationships he pre- 
sents these four suggestions on 
getting along with parents: 


1. Try a little empathy—put- 
ting yourself in the other fel- 
low’s shoes. 


2. Give your parents credit 
for having once been young. 


3. Dime insurance—calling 
home to let them know where 
you are. 


4. Try to imagine life with a 
different set of parents. 


CONFUSING TIME 


Teen-age can be a confusing 
time, Pat writes, but it can also 
be a great adventure. He illus- 
trates this in the chapter en- 
titled ‘“‘April Love.” There are 
rules for the beginner in ro- 
mance, hints on dressing, dating 
and breaking up, being attrac- 
tive, and a discussion about 
kissing. 


He believes that the teen- 
ager’s objective is maturity in 
six major areas: spiritual, so- 
cial, mental, physical, financial 
and work. To help his readers 
measure their maturity growth 
he offers a check list covering 
these areas, a list he himself 
has used. “‘By listing your aims 
under each heading and check- 
ing your progress, you’re put- 
ting together the man or woman 
you want to be” he says. 


The greatest influence on Pat 
Boone’s own life has been his 
faith in God.
